Havana, March 13.—The cauldron of Cuban 
politics has been fairly boiling over again 
today. The Gomez and anti-Gomes factions 
of the revolutionary party are vying with 
dach other tq fan the flames of discord 
Kindled on Saturday by the military assem- 
Dly's attempt to depose the veteran insur- 
gent chief from the leadership of the army. 

It is clear that the controlling element in 
the Assembly could not have measured ac- 
curately the prestige and popularity of that 
somewhat nondescript body before plunging 
into the foolhardy contest with General 
Gomez which Saturday’s resolution of dep- 
osition has precipitated, for, with all the 
faults of temper and judgment which may 
be charged against him, Gomez remains the 
sole military hero of the recent rebellion— 
‘the one figure which appeals without re- 
serve to the great mass of Cubans * 
active support made the maintenance of the 
insurrection possible. - 


Gomez the Only Real Leader.

Assembly’s Waning Influence. 

There are abundant indications that the 
Military Assembly's shortsighted attack on 
General Gomez has simply put an end to that 
body's already attenuated credit and influ- 
énce. The military administration here and 
American opinion generally had long ago 
dismissed the Assembly's pretension to rep- 
fesent the wishes of either the Cuban army 
or the Cuban people.

ASSEMBLY’S ABUSIVE. TIRADES. 


Excited Session of the Parliamentary 

Body Attended by an Armed 

Guard. - 

; — 
Havana, March 13.—While thousands of 
Cubans were demonstrating today in honor 
of Gomez, parading the streets, surround- 
ing the summer palace, listening to a speech 
by him, and vociferously cheering his ut- 
terances, with commingled cries of ‘‘ Death 
to the Assembly,“ this body, in a guarded 
house at El Cerro, two miles away, con- 

tinued the abusive tirades of Saturday. 
General Sanguilly, amid applause, called 
parts of the message of Gomez to the Cuban 
army and people, published ne de- 


| liberate lies.“ 


At 1 o'clock a heavy Cuban er was 
placed near the house, and the roads lead 
ing to it were watched by Cuban cavalry 
for the purpose of preventing collec- 
tion of large bodies. 

The Assembly opened at half past 2. 
General Lacret deplored the presence of 
the armed guard, saying that the Assem- 
bly had nothing to fear from the people 
of Cuba, and if the people wanted to do 
its members injury the shame was theirs. 
He then proceeded to state the grounds 
for the resignation of Sefior Tamayo as 
Vice President of the Assembly, reading 
the latter’s letter of resignation. Sefior 
Cismeros was elected to succeed the retiring 
Vice President. In acknowledging the elec-. 
tion, Sefior Cisneros referred to the miser- 
able $3,000,000 which the United Sates 
Aas offered. 

President Andrade called him to order, say- 
ing he could not permit him to speak dis- 
paragingly im a public session of the United 
States and President McKinley, to whom 


| Cuba owed much. 


A letter was then read from General Mayia, 
Rodriguez, supporting Saturday's action. 
Then a motion was made declaring Sefior 
Gonzalez de Quesada a “traitor to the As- 
sembly,” and an “ accomplice of Gomes,“ 
and asking for his expulsion. It was unani- 
mously carried by a viva voce vote. 

A committee of three was then appointed 
to draft an address to the Cuban people and 


Then Yollowed speeches by Sanguilly, Por- 
tuondo, and Aguerro, all teferring to the 
“lying statement of Gomez, and repeating 
the charges against him made on Saturday, 
The general effect of their utterances was a 
justification of Saturday’s proceedings—a 
claim that the Assembly was acting solely 
with a view of obtaining recognition of the 
just deserts of the Cuban soldiers. All the 
speakers deplored *“‘ any misjudgment at the 
hands of the Cuban people.”’ 


Blamed for Dealing with Porter. 

General Sangullly said that Gomez had 
done wrong in accepting Mr. Porter's propo- 
sition. Until that moment, said the speak- 
er, he acted in the best interests of the Cu- 
bans, but at that moment he went over to the 
side of the United States, neglecting Cuba. 

Sefior Aguerro said that Gomez never 
should have conferred with the United 
States without the Assembly’s consent. He 
should have resigned as soon as he had de- 
termined not to act with the Assembly. The 
Cuban soldiers were not mercenary. They 
were remaining under arms in obedience to 
orders, not with the idea of gaining any. 
more money. He cited other cases, in which 
he declared that Gomez had disobeyed the 
Assembly since his arrival in Havana, espe- 
cially in failing to inform the Assembly of 
the nature of his conferences with General 
Brooke, which it was the Assembly's in- 
alienable right to know and the duty of 
Gomez to communicate. 

The speaker censured the Cubans for cry- 
ing out Death to the Assembly!“ because 
such cries tended to promote disorder. 

General Sanguilly declared that Gomez 
had transferred his adherence from Cuba to 
the United States after talking with Mr. 
Porter and General Brooke. 


GOMEZ’S FRIENDS DEFY POLICE. 


Demonstration in Havana Honoring the 
General Almost Leads to a 
Riot. 


Havana, March 13.~Federico Mora, Civil 
Governor of Havana, when he learned this 
morning of the preparations for an outpour- 
ing of people in honor of General Gomez, di- 
rected the police to prevent the parade. They 
tried to do so. Chief of Police Menocal, with 
his mounted inspectors and policemen by 
twos and threes, attempted to turn back the 
various societies that were marching toward 
Quinta de los Molinas, the residence of 
Gomez. At first little attention was paid to 
these efforts. When a policeman seized a 
flag or made an individual arrest, the others 
in the line would simply march on, jeering 
and yelling: 
Long live Gomes! Death to the Assem- 
bly 
Flag Taken from an American. 

Colonel Raoul Arango, an inspector, took 
a flag away from an American who was 
parading. He was immediately surrounded 
by a menacing crowd, and clubbed one of 
the demonstrators till the blood flowed. 
Then, dismiayed by the savage yells of the 
wounded man’s companions, he withdrew to 
another point. 

Chief Menocal was mocked by the crowd in 
the Tacon walk. When near Quinta de los 
Molinas, the demonstrators began to shove 
the policemen, pulling their coats and at- 
tempting to take away their clubs. There 
were more than a hundred police within ten 
blocks, but they did not act together. In- 
deed, they were thoroughly scared, and one 
policeman ran to Central Park, where the 
Tenth Regulars were camped. , 

‘The regulars, who were sent at double- 
quick with fixed bayonets to pro the 
police, charged down ona crowd of a thou- 


| sand. Everybody ran, including the police, 


‘and men, women, and children tumbled over 
one another in the rush. Two minutes later 
the avenue was cleared for blocks, but not a 
person was hurt by the regulars.

ILLINOIS NATIONAL STOCE. 


Controller Also Instructs Receiver 
McNalta to Ascertain Liability 
for Neglect of Duty of Any Officers 
or Directors and to Sue for Dam- 
ages Those Meriting Action— De- 


linquency in Assets $1,200,000—Call 
Is a Surprise. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Controller Dawes has ordered an assessment 
of 100 per cent on the stock of the defunct 
National Bank of Illinois of Chicago. He 
estimates the deficiency in the assets at 
$1,200,000 and that $1,000,000 will be raised 
if all the stock levies are realized. He also 
declares he has directed the receiver to sue 
such directors and officers as are responsi- 
ble for damages for neglect of duty in the 
management of the bank and to procure 
assessment judgments against the estates 
of stockholders who have died since the 
failure. 

The causes for the assessment are given 
as the troubles of the American Brewing 
company of Chicago and the slow fulfillment | 
of the hopes of Receiver McNulta in the 
earning capacity of the Calumet Electric 
road. 


Dawes’ Letter of Explanation. 

Mr. Dawes’ letter of explanation follows: 

“The matter of the assessment upon the 
shareholders of the National Bank of IIli- 
nois is one which has had my most careful 
and conscientious consideration. A con- 
viction of the necessity of the assessment 
has been forced upon the receiver and my- 
self after a year’s experience with and in- 
vestigation of the assets of the bank, and is 
concurred in by all those charged by law 
with responsibility in connection therewith. 

Even upon a liberal estimate of the in- 
definite value attaching to the Calumet 
Electric Street railway through the continu- 
ing increase in its earnings, I am unable to 
-estimate the deficiency in the assets of the 
bank at less than $1,200,000. 

It becomes my duty, therefore, to assess 
‘the shareholders to the full extent of their 
liability—to-wit: 100 per cent, which assess- 
ment, if all paid in, would amount tq 
$1,000,000. 

The recent developments, resulting in a 
receivership for the American Brewing com- 
pany, against which concern the bank holds 
securities representing over $500,000, have 
lessened the amount to be reasonably ex- 
pected from the final liquidation of the as- 
sets. The final result to the creditors of the 
bank depends largely upon the measure of 
Success to be achieved by the receiver in the 
operation of and sale of the Calumet Elec- 
tric railway. in which property the interest 
of the bank is considerably over $3,000,000. 

“ This property consists of about seventy- 
five miles of street railway track, running 
from the Sixty-third street elevated railway 
station to Roby, Ind., and also to Pullman, 
South Pullman, and Rosedale, III., besides 
various short branches covering intervening 
territory. The company owns 218 cars, be- 
sides power-houses, car barns, and terminals, 
and all its property is in good condition. It 
was hoped when the bank failed that time 
would develop such increase in the value of 


this railway property as to obviate the neces- 


While the operation 


its earnings May be expected, the earnings 
have only recently been just sufficient to pay 
its operating expenses. 

**Receiver McNulta recently ‘completed 
and carried out an improvement at a cost 
of about $75,000, which thus far has resulted 
in an increase of about $60 per day in the 
earnings of the road, and bids fair to increase 
them much more. This was the purohaseof 
property for a terminal connection with the 
Alley Elevated railroad, which closed a gap 
of some 600 feet between the two roads, the 
existence of which gave the greater portion 
of the business coming from the elevated 
road to a competitor of the Calumet Electric 
railway, which had a direct connectiom 

„The increase in the earnings of the road 
for January, after making this connection, 
over January of one year ago, was 200 per 
cent; and for February about the same. I 
believe that the receiver is handling the 

properties of the bank to the best possible ad- 
vantage, although he has to contend with 
many difficulties and perplexities. A recent 
exhaustive examination of the condition of 
the bank by an expert from my office was 
made preliminary to my decision as to the 
necessity of an assessment. In arriving at 
the estimate of deficiency, the most careful 
appraisement and examination of each indi- 
vidual asset of the bank has been made. 

„ While I regret the necessity of an as- 
sessment, which falis heavily upon many 
people entirely unconnected with the man- 
agement of the bank, my duty to the depos- 
itors, and under the law, leaves me no op- 
tion in the matter. In this conection it is 
proper to state to the stockholders that I 
have directed the receiver to investigato 
carefully the question of the liability of the 
former directors and officers of the bank for 
damages for neglect of duty in the admin- 
istration of the afiairs of the bank, and to 


bring suit against such of them against 


whom cause of action may be found. Fur- 
ther delay in the making of thie assessment 
would be injurious to all interests concerned, 
since various stockholders have died during 
the last two years and judgments against 
their estates should be obtained before final 
settlement.“

Mayer Talks for the Receiver. 

General McNulta, receiver of the National 
Bank of Illinois, is in Florida on his way to 
Cuba and is represented here by Levy 
Mayer. 
troller Dawes’ action at his residence last 
evening.

“I have been expecting such action for 
several days, as I knew it had been deter- 
mined upon. The capital stock should make 
the assessment net’ the receiver $1,000,000, 
but we know that not a cent can be collected 
on something like 35 per cent t it because 
of the financial condition of the holders. I 
should say it would net altogether some- 
thing like $350,000. This will go to the re- 
ceiver to assist him in carrying on the du-

The Calumet Electric is the chief 
one of these, and much money has been 
spent recently in putting it on what seems to 
be a paying basis. It will by no means set- 
tle up the affairs of the bank, but will re- 
lieve the stockholders from all further re- 
sponsibility, as the law holds the share- 
holders liable but for a total of the full 
amount of their holdings. It will greatly 
facilitate the receiver in carrying on the 
business of the bank, and was absolutely 
necessary to save the property. The collec- 
tions will be made by the receiver.”’ 


Story of the Failure. 

‘The National Bank of Illingis closed its 
doors for the first time since 1871 on the 
morning of Dec. 21, 1896. This action was 
the outcome of a meeting held at the home 
of the late Elbridge G. Keith on Sunday 
evening, at which the Clearing-House asso- 
ciation suspended the bank from member- 
ship and thus stopped its business. It was 
the factor in a long series of bank failures 
and startling financial developments, and 
had for its most tragic feature the suicide 
of William A. Hammond, Second Vice Pres- 
ident of the bank, who jumped from the 
Dempster street pier into the lake at Evans- 
ton, early in the morning of Jan. 2. Follow- 
ing the fallure of the National Bank came 
the crash of the bank of E. 8. Dreyer & Co., 
which cleared through the larger institution. 

“Stockholders at Time of Failure. 

The stock of the bank was divided into 
10,000 shares with a par value of $100 each.

“ALMOST A LYNCHING AT DOVER. 


Angry Partisans Threaten Lives of 
Three Democrats Who Vote for Ad- 
dicks for United States Senator. 


Dover, Del., March 18.— [Special. IJ. Kd- 
ward Addicks was within five votes of elec- 
tion today when the Legislature adjourned, 
and for the second time in four years left 
the State with only one Senator.

Rome, March 13.—The Tribuna asserts 
that Italy has not delivered an ultimatum to 
China. On the contrary, the Italiah gov- 
ernment has disavowed the action of Sig.

Martino’s Recall a Surprise. 

The news of Sig. Martino’s recall came as a 
complete surprise to the public. It is under- 
gtood that his note asking China to reaccept 
the first Itallan note was regarded by the 
Italian government as too conciliatory, but 
the general belief is that China will interpret 
the recall as a sign of weakness. 

Count Orfini, the Italian Minister at Tokio, 
will be appointed to succeed Sig. Martino. 


Discussed in British House. 

London, March 13.—In the House of Com- 
mons today William Pritchard Morgan, Lib- 
eral member for the Merthyr Thydvil di- 
vision of Wales, who recently, in behalf of 
British and American syndicates, obtained 
what appears to be an immensely valuable 
concession in the Chinese Province of Sze- 
Chuan, moved to adjourn in order te call at- 
tention to the support given by the British 
Minister at Peking, Sir Claude Macdonald, 
to Italy's demand for the lease of San Mun 
Bay. 

He declared Great Britain, the United 
States, and Japan needed expansion of 
trade, and it was a great mistake to support 
Italy, whose demand, he claimed, was an- 
other step towards the disintegration of 
China. 

The parliamentary secretary of the For- 
eign office, the Rt.-Hon. William St. John 

Brodrick, defended the government's action. 
He said Italy had for many years been the 
friend and ally of Great Britain, and, so far 
as Great Britain was concerned, if by diplo- 
macy Italy can persuade China to make 
concessions, her Majesty's government 
would welcome Italy’s appearance in the 

tar East as an ally of Great Britain. 

Continuing. Mr. Brodrick said the policy 
of her Majesty's government was to safe- 


guard British interests, and, as long as these 


were not threatened, not to stand in the 
way of friendly powers taking steps to 
safeguard their interests.

stirred up a rebellion. : 

The insurgent Moros of Palawan Island, 
one of the insurgent group north of Borneo, 
murdered the Spanish Governor ‘of Pala- 
wan, residing at Port Royalist, and killed 
his assistants. His head was severed from 
his body, and carried back into the hills to 
incite a rebellion among the natives, who 
had previously feared Spain’s power. 

A church and other Spanish buildings were 
burned, after which the mob retreated to 
the hills of Palawan, carrying with them 
several dozen men, women, and children, all 
Spaniards, as prisoners. 

This news comes from Singapore, where 
it was cabled from Labuan, capital of Brit- 
ish North Borneo. It was brought there by 
the British steamship Labuan, whose mas- 
ter, Captain Pfort, learned that onerous 
taxes and other burdens imposed by the 
Spanish had caused the natives to strike a 
blow for freedom. | 

He also found that the Spanish mail steam- 
ship which called at Port Royalist after the 
massacre did nothing except to make in- 
quiries. Pfort brought away the Governor's 


priest, and twelve soldiers, who were landed 
at Sandakan. . ‘ 


SPANIARDS IN BAD PLIGHT. 


Negotiations for Release of Prisoners 
Suspended on Account of Price— 
Otis Forbids All Payments. 
Madrid, March 13.—The position of the 
Spanish prisoners in the Philippine Islanda, 


must remain in abeyance, as the ransom 
demanded by Aguinaldo is so enormous that 
the government cannot come to a decision. 

General Rios, the Spanish commander in 
the Philippines, in an official dispatch ac- 
quainting the government with the fact that 
Major General Otis has stopped the negotia- 
tions for the release of the Spanish prisoners 
in the hands of the rebels, says: 

„I protest in the name of humanity, and 
believe the time has arrived to appeal 
through the Consuls for the good offices of 
the powers.“ 

“The dispatch says also: 

„ am told that the Filipinos are at war 
with the Americans and that the prisoners 
cannot be ransomed for money, as that 
would -improve the position of the insur- 
gents. In view of my situation between the 
Americans and the Fifipinos I await the 
orders of the government.“ 

A copy of the @ispatch was sent imme- 
diately to Senor Silvela, the Premier, who 
had a long conference with General Pola- 
vieja, Minister of War. Both admit the 
gravity of the situation, and the dispatch will 
be submitted to the Cabinet council to- 
morrow. 
London, March 13.—It ts rted from 
Manila that General Otis has ordered a dis- 
continuance of the negotiations between the 
Spanish General, Rios, and Aguinaldo for 
the release of Spanish prisoners on the pay- 
ment of a heavy indemnity. Such payment 
would strengthen the Filipino cause by re- 


plenishing the insurgent treasury. ae

Christiania, Norway, March 13.— There was 
a popular demonstration here last evening 
against Crown Prince Gustaf, Duke of 
Wormland, who was recently appointed re- 
gent on account of the illness of his father, 
King Oscar II. 

The Prince was returning from the Milli- 
tary club, when he met a crowd of people, 
who hooted him, hissed him, and pelted him 
with snowballs. 

The crowd was dispersed by the police and 
several arrests were made. | 


Norwegians have cordially hated Sweden's 
Crown Prince since the time, several years 
ago, when he openly asserted in a public 
meeting in Stockholm that he would find 
great pleasure in leading a Swedish army 
into Norway should occasion demand it, and 
that, in his opinion, the mailed fist would 
bring better results than the gloved hand 
in dealing with the Norwegians. The Nor- 
wegian Storthing, when Prince Gustavus 
made his warlike statement, at once cut off 
the Norwegian part of the Prince’s civil 


Prince Gustaf was not moved to apol 1 
however, either by the Storthing’s action or 
his father’s solicitation. He only reiterated 
his belief that only gevere measures will 
nthe the dispute between the two coun- 
tries. 

A week ago King Oscar sent his son to 
Christiania, the capital of Norway, presum- 
ably in an effort to cultivate a better feel- 
ing between the Norwegians and their future 
King, and the demonstration now reported 
indicates the feeling against the Crown 
Prince is still bitter. 

The action is important as showing that 
the trouble between the two countries is 
likely to reach a serious crisis when King 
Oscar, whose health is not the best, dies, 
and the man hooted and hissed in Chris- 
tiania ascends the throne to govern the 
two countries.

o’clock on Sunday morning, carrying 200 
fishermen toward Lake Huron. 


A gale from the east prevailed and the 215 


men were powerless to help themselves. As 


daylight they fougd the great body of ies 


surrounded by water, with no land In sight 
on account of a blinding snow-storm. A» 
tremendous sea cracked the ice under thelr . 


feet and many had a marrow escape from | 
drowning. 


At noon the wind shifted to the north, drive 
ing the ice floe back. As it crashed along the 
shore it was piled up in immense heaps, 
The snow still made it impossible for the 
lost fishermen to determine where they were. | 

Watchmen were appointed to skirt the 


edge of the floe and report developments. 
At noon today one of the sentries discovered 


a favorable point and a landing was suc- 
cessfully made. This was at the mouth of 
Big Creek, where the lives of hundreds of 
fishermen have been saved in the past. Here

'SAMPSON’S PLEA TO LONG. 


ASKS REAPPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS, 
WITH HIMSELF OMITTED. |

Admits That Confirmation of the Whole 
Ist Was Defeated Owing to His Op- 
position in Senate — Would Have 
Justice Done Men Whose Me rits Are 
Not Questioned — Secretary Will 
Not Act on the Suggestion. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—Secretary 
Long has received a letter from Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson in which the Admiral, after 
referring to the allegations that a list of on- 
cers recommended for promotion for gal- 
lantry off Santiago had failed of confirma- 
tion because it included his name, asked the 


ofticers, omitting his own name. The text of 
Rear Admiral Sampson's letter is as follows: 

United States Flagship New York, First Rate, 
Havana, Cuba, March 9.—I respectfully ask your 
attention to the facts contained in this letter, "a4 
that it may be officially filed as part of my record 
in the United States navy. 

When the late war was threatening I was placed 
in command of the North Atlantic fleet, and. after 
the declaration of war, was appointed * the 
President a Rear Admtral and confirmed in my 
command. 

This duty and responsibility came to me entirely 

unsought, nor had I any especial wish for it, 

recognizing the honor then conferred 


upon me. 

My sole alm was to achieve success, to blockade 
Cuba, destroy Cervera's fleet, and to maintain an 
efficient war fleet. 

It is not necessary to dwell upon the incidents of 
the war, which are all now well wn. Based 
upon these incidents certain officers, distinguished 
for faithful service, were named by me, in the 
exercise of my natural duty as Commander-in- 
Chief, for promotion or such other reward as you, 
sir, might deem desirable. These names you have 
been pleased to nominate to the United States 
Senate for promotion, and you have done me the 
honor to add my name to that list of officers. 

It now appears that the Senate, though well dis- 
posed to most of the names on that list, has, for 
reasons not necessary to be here discussed, ob- 
jected to my promotion, and has similarly failed 
to confirm the deserving officers about whose 
merits there has been no doubt or discussion. 

Hitherto, Mr. President, undisturbed by any 
eager desire for advancement, or any other form 
of reward for doing my duty. I have not specially 
concerned myself with matters outside of that 
duty. I have felt that I have done my duty in the 
conduct of the West Indian naval cam- 
paign to the utmost extent of my 
ability as thoroughly as I was able, and if 
no reward should come I could be satisfied with 
the consciousness of having done my best. I did 
not, however, anticipate that dissatisfaction with 
any act or acts of mine would cause the Senate to 
withhold from other officers a pramotion which 


they have well deserved and which has been 
promptly granted in similar circumstances to 
others. 


I therefore respectfully suggest, Mr. President, 
that your appointment of these officers, about 
whom there is no discussion, should at once be 
renewed, in order that they may thus secure 
their promotions under the personnel bill to which 
they are entitled and without 9 confusion.

Many complaints have hice made within 
the last four or five weeks relative to a man

has been soliciting in many towns in Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Michigan, and 
New York subscriptions to certain alleged 
publications of the Nature Study Society, 
Smithsonian Institution,’’ which society has 
no existence.

PRESENT LAW am TO PERMIT 
DOWN-TOWN EXPOSITION. * 


Attorneys Tell Citizéns’. Committee 
That Only the Sone of the South 
Park Board 1s Needed to Enable 
Them to Build mast of Art, Institute 
—Majority of Commissioners Are in 
Favor of the Plan if It Is Found to Be 
Legal. 


That the South Park board can make it 
pose for Chicago to have an exposition 
ullding in the lake front down-town, irre- 
spective of the possible protests of Michi- 
gan avenue property-owners and without 
the necessity of any previous action on the 
part of the Legislature, is the latest legal 
opinion laid before the Citizens’ committee 
chosen by the Merchants’ club to select a 
site for a new exposition building. Of the 
five members of the South Park board, three 
are known to favor the plan of granting a 
site east of the Art Institute, in case the . 
law permits it, and of these three two are 
firmly convinced that the legal opinion re- 
ferred to is sound. 

In case this shall be the conclusion finally 
reached it will be unnécessary for the com- 
mittee to make any further efforts to have 
the bills now on file at Springfield passed by 
this or any other Legislature. It will only 
remain necessary to secure the sanction of 
the South Park board for the project, which 
is a foregone conclusion with the legal difi- 
culties removed; to form a — * 
carry on the enterprise, and then proceed a 
once with the work. 

The statutes as they stand today give 
ample power to the Park board to grant the 
necessary permission, according to Attorney 
John H. Hamline and other lawyers who 
have considered the subject. They say that 
under article 86, paragraph 3, of an act 
granting permission to park boards to use 
submerged lands, in effect July 1, 1889, park 
boards may extend boulevarde over sub- 
merged lands and dispose of the filled land 
between the shore line and the new boule- 
vara to defray the cost ot such extension.

Attorney Hamline appeared yesterday be- 
fore the Site committee of the Merchants’ 
club da indorsed the legality of the pro- 
posed plan.

Calcutia’s exceedingly brilliant season 
comes to an end a forthight hence, and on 
the 27th inst. the Viceroy and Lady Curson 
will leave the metropolis of the Indian Em- 
pire for Simia, the hill station, wi.ich wiil 
be mend home for the next six months of 


At Suma the Viceregal residence 
a striking contrast to the palace at Calcutta. 
It is more like a huge villa, and is smalicr 
in every respect than the Executive Mansion 
Situated on what is known as 
Obeervatory Hill, it affords a magnificent 
view of the surrounding country, and has 
plenty of space around it for gardens and 
tennis courts. 

In this it differs from the former Viceregal 


residence at Simla, which was almost a cot- 


tage, and which, perched on the summit of a 
precipitous crag, used to lead Lady Duff- 
erin, when its occupant, to declare that the 
house was like the ark balanced on the top 
of Mount Ararat, and that in the rainy sea- 
son she felt like Mrs. Noah. 

There is little flat ground in Simla, and the 
result is that everybody goes about on 
ponies in jinrickshaws or dandies. The lat - 
ter are chairs strung on to two long bamooo 
poles and carried shoulder high by four bear- 


ers. 
Ca are not much used in Simla. 
There a little theater there; built, I be- 


lieve, by Lord William Beresford when Mil- 
itary Secretary fo Lord Lytton. Only ama- 
teur theatricals are performed there, and 
it is a matter of complaint throughout the 
military and civil. service of India that the 
best way of obtaining official promotion is 
to shine as an amateur actor at Simla. In 
fact, it is claimed that good service on the 
stage of the little Simla theater is a better 
road to preferment than gallant service in 
the field or vatnalte service in the civil ad- 
ministration. 

There is likewise a species of playground 
in one of the valleys, near Simla, where pony 
races and gymkhana meetings are held, and 
where cricket, football, and polo are played. 
It owes its existence, like almost everything 
else at Simla, to Lord William Beresford, 
and was only arranged by means of much 
leveling, and at considerable expense, and 
goes by the name of Annandale. 

Were it not for Annandale there is no 
knowing what people would do at Simla. It 
seems they would die of ennui. The descent 
to this playground is exceedingly steep, but 
the road lies through a lovely forest of 
decdars and rhododendrons. 

Owing’ to most of the residences being 
built on crags and rocks, and difficult of ac- 
cess, people are in the habit of putting up 
„ not at home signs, with es for cards, 
at the foot of the hills on which they live so 
as to avoid an unnecessary climb, and one 
has no idea how unsociable and unfriendly 
it ts to ride along the roads, or rather paths, 
in and around Simla on, for instance, a 
race day, and to see everywhere signs, not 
at home,“ staring you in the face. 


The first great state function that will take 
place at Simla after the arrival of the Vice- 
regal court there on April 6 will be the birth- 
day of the Queen Empress, on which oc- 
casion the Viceroy will hold a great levee, 
standing in front of the great silver throne, 
which is so cumbersome that it has always 
been a mystery how it could have ever been 
brought up the hills. 

Incidentally .it may be mentioned that 
the feature of the season now drawing to a 
close at Calcutta has been the altogether 
extraordinary number of Ameriéan visitors. 


There have likewise been many well-known 


English people and distinguished foreigners 
who have been entertained by Lord and 
Lady Curzon, including King Humbert's 

scapegrace nephew, the Count. of Turin; 
Prince Rupert of Bavaria, héir presumptive 
to the crown of sBavaria; Lord and Lady 
Lonsdale, Lord Elphinstone, and a couple of 


Austrian Archdukes. 


Princess Louise, fourth daughter of Queen 


Victoria, is now residing at Cannes as the 
guest of Sir Sydney and Lady Waterlow. 
The latter is an American, the daughter of 
William Hamilton of Napa, Cal. 

Sir Sydney, who is over 70 years of age, is 


the head of the well-known firm of printers 


and stationers in London, and owes his 
baronetcy to the circumstance that he was 
Lord Mayor of London on the occasions of 
the visit of the former Shah of Persia to the 
British metropolis. . 

Lady Waterlow, who is much younger 
than her husband, has her sister, Miss Ham- 
ilton,. living with her, and has given the es- 
sentially Californian name of Monterey to 
her beautiful villa at Cannes, whence a 
superb view! of the Mediterranean is ob- 
tained. , 

The fact of Princess Louise being at Mon- 
terey, while her mother, the Queen, is at 
Nice, will probably have the result of bring- 
ing Lady Waterlow and her sister into per- 
sonal contact with the Queen, which cannot 
fail to add greatly to their social prestige in 
London. 

Sir Sydney, I may add, owes much of his 
acceptance by society in London to his 
clever and accomplished wife, whose music- 
ales and dinner parties at her town house in 
London are always of exceptional merit, 
and as such crowded. 

Princess Louise is staying at Monterey, 
not as a royal personage, but incognito as 
Lady Sundridge, a name which she invaria- 
bly adopts whén wishing to travel a 
without the trappings of royalty. 


Mar. Clari, the Papal Nuncio at Paris, who 
only two weeks after blessing fhe remains 
of President Faure at the Elysée, has died 
of the same malady as that which brought 
about the death of the Chief Magistrate—. 
namely: apoplexy—was in no sense of the 
word a diplomat, and throughout his two 
years of residence in an official capacity on 
the banks of the Seine was a source of 
alternate amusement and alarm both to his 
foreign colleagues and to the French offi- 
clals of the department known as he Pro- 
tocol.“ 

In his obituaries he is put down as a re- 
But the fact of the mat - 
ter is that he scarcely knew a word of 
French when he first came to Paris as Nun- 
cio, and was obliged to depend almost en- 
tirely upon the auditor or first secretary 
of his mission to act as his interpreter. ‘ 

Yet the Pontiff had good reasons for se- 
lecting him to act as his Nuncio at Paris. 
The regular diplomatic service of the Papacy 
is recruited exclusively from the so-called 
Academy of Nobles at Rome. One of the 
conditions of admission to this academy! is 


gentle birth. 


This circumstance, as well as the teachings 
and traditions of the academy, contributes 
to render its graduates hostile to repub- 
lican ideas and to imbue them strongly 
with the medieval principles of the right 
divine of monarchy. 

The result of this was that every Nuncio 
accredited by the Pontiff to France, at once, 
either intentionally or involuntarily, be- 
came an ally, and sometimes actually a 


| leading factor, in the Royalist propaganda 


against the republic, thereby not only irri- 
tating the French government, but likewise 
neutralizing all the efforts of Leo XIII. to 
establish friendly relations with the repub- 
lic for the benefit of the church. 

It was this that led the Pope to select 
Archbishop Clari of Viterbe for the post of 
Nuncio two years ago. Mgr. Clari was of 
most humble origin, had never been an 
inmate of the ecclesiastical Academy of No- 
bles at Rome, and his labors up to the time 
of his appointment had been exclusively 
those first of a parish priest, and then ofa 
diocesan. 

In fact, he realized his lack of diplomatic | 
experience to such an extent that he en- 
treated the Pope not to appoint him to the 
difficult ce of Nuncio at Paris. But Leo 

* the Archbishop was one of the 
few Italian ‘prelates who were in polities 
bona fide Repub.icans. He likewise knew 
that he could rely absolutely upon the obedi- 
ence of the Archbishop, and depend upon 
him to execute his wishes and instructions 
with regard to France without any attempt 
to modify them in a monarchical sense. 

That is why the Pope nominated 
Clari to Paris, and there is no doubt that 
will experience some little difficulty in re- 

cing him, or find a Nuncito who will so 
onestly avoid giving any encouragenient 
to the anti-Republican sentiments of either 
the French or the Catho- 
lics as Mer. Clari.

Proprietor Disappears from the Vil- 
lage After Making Assignment to 
Dr. J. G. Williamson—Most of the 
Depositors Are Clerks and Wage- 
Earners—Aggregate Claims Said to 
Be About $17,000 and Creditors May 
Receive 75 Cents on the Dollar. 


Several hundred citizens of La Grange are 
extremely curious concerning the where- 
abouts of Charies F. Gillett, banker and 
real estate broker, upon whose door is post- 
ed the sign: 


THD AFFAIRS OF THIS BANK ARE | 
IN THE HANDS OF 
DR. J. G. WILLIAMSON, ASSIGNED. 


The bank did not open for business at the 
usual hour yesterday morning and shortly 
afterward Dr. Williamson posted the notice. 
Mr. Gillett was not seen in La Grange after 

the bank closed, and his friends say 75 per 
cent is the best the depositors can hope 
for on the claims, the total of which amounts 
to something like $17,000. Most of the La 
Grange people take the situation good- 
naturedly, but some of the larger depositors 
threaten dire happenings in Banker Gillett's 
- immediate future and many of the smaller 
holders of his bank books are plungéd into 
despair. 

A score of the larger claimants met at 
the home of Richard Cossitt in La Grange 
last. evening to form plans for the pooling 
of their issues. It was determined to find 
Mr. Gillett, unless he returns to La Grange 
today, and to secure the largest possible 
amount of cash by realizing upon whatever 
assets may appear. A new assignee will 
also be asked for on the ground that Dr. 
Williamson cannot spare enough time from 
his professional duties to serve the best in- 
terests of the creditors. 

Gillett came to La Grange about four 
years ago and started what was until two 
weeks ago the village’s only bank. The 
bulk of the banking of La Grange people 
is done in Chicago and little else than small 
deposits and a convenience fund of some of 
the local merchants found its way into 
Gillett’s hands. It was generally supposed 
he was making a modest living, but there 
are rumors of several persons living out- 
side of La Grange whose deposits ran into 
the thousands, but these could not be con- 
firmed. There are probably between 300 
and 400 creditors, with deposits ranging 
between $2 and $2,000, although the top 
figures are known only by rumor. 

‘A farmer named Wechsler had a deposit 
of about $500, Mandel Bros. of La Grange— 
not the Chicago firm of the same name—had 
about $750, and John Morely, another mer- 
chant, had a good sized account. Several 
of these larger creditors expressed doubt 
as to their ability to collect more than 2 


cents on the dollar. . N
